Scrap Iron Award 
Received By Hoffman 


An article In last week’s Dublin 
Progress revealed that M. Hoff­ 
man of Dublin, father of Sol 
Hoffman, local business man and 
scrap iron dealer, is one of the 
14 dealers out of 215 in Texas to 
receive a War Production Board 
Scrap Iron Producer Award for 
shipping sciap tonnage for the 
benefit of the war effort. The 
award is one of the first to be 
made in this part of Texas, and 
its presentation can be credited 
partly to Comanche County's co­ 
operation in bringing in scrap 
iron. Mr. Hoffman’s district com- 
Drises four counties. Erath, Co­ 
manche, Coryell, and Hamilton. 
The award was made by W. E. 
Knighton, Washington salvage in­ 
spector for the War Production 
Board. "The Hoffman Company 
las demonstrated its ability to i 
accelerate movement of scrap to I 
the Nation’s steel mills and foun­ 
dries at a time when the need 
was never greater.” Knighton said. 
Mr. Hoffman states that he has 
shipped 114 cars of scrap iron 
to date, and of this amount, 25 
can be marked up to the credit 
ot Comanche County, according 
to Sol Hoffman who is an official 
dealer for this county. His re­ 
cords show that to date, 2,445,780 
pounds have been bought in Co­ 
manche County, with an expendi­ 
ture of $9.289.62 paid out for the 
scrap materials and overhead. At 
the present time, he has approxi­ 
mately 4 more cars on hand 
which will be shipped out this 
month, weather conditions per­ 
mitting. 
Regardless of the large amount 
already bought and shipped, there 
will be no let-up in this work, 
iccording to Sol Hoffman. Scrap 
'ron is vital to the war effort and 
to the winning of the war. and 
he Government has asked for 
«till greater efforts in concentrat- 
'ng and shipping iron. As in every 
other part of the Nation, buying 
will continue every day in Co­ 
manche so long as the Govern­ 
ment thinks it necessary.

Wild Mustang grapes contain 
very little natural grape sugar, 
and yield only half as much Jute* 
as the improved varieties. How* 
ever. Mustangs may produce Julca 
of fair quality when blended with 
Juice of improved varieties. Tha 
Black Spanish, Bailey, and Wins 
King varieties will be found on 
the markets in West. Central and 
North Texas. The Carmen grape, 
a popular variety, grows through* 
out the State, but Its Juice should 
be blended with other variatte» 
for highest quality. 
Steps In Making Juice 
1. Wash grapes on the stem 
thoroughly and crush into ataml* 
num. wooden or earthenware yea* 
sel. Do not use tin, iron or steel 
containers. 
2. If highly colored Juice Is de­ 
sired. heat the crushed grapes. 
Stirring constantly, to 145 degreee 
F. Most of the color of the Juict 
comes from the inner skin. Heat* 
ing the crushed grapes and press* 
ing while hot will produce a riots 
wine color. 
3. After heating, extract tha 
Juice by pressing, or hang up in 
a drain bag and squeeze. 
4. Filter thejuice through oot* 
ton flannel cloth or Jelly bag and 
blend or sweeten if necessary. 
5. Pour into bottles or fruit Jam 
filling to neck of bottle or Jan 
Cap or cork. 
6. Place in pasteurizer (may ba 
large pot or wash boiler) having 
a false bottom, and cover with 
j water completely. Heat and hold 
at: Pint bottles or jars 30 min- 
; utes; Quart bottle or Jars 35 min* 
• utes; Half gallon bottles or Jara 
45 minutes; Gallon bottles or Ja n 
j 60 minutes. 
7. Place bottles or Jars on sida 
when removed from pastuerizer to 
test for leaks and to sterilize caps 
and lids, 
8. Store in cool, dark location 
until all settling and precipitation 
in the bottles or jars has 
place. ‘Four to eight months.) 
Caution: When first heated with 
stems on the grapes, avoid higher 
temperature than 145 degrees F. 
since a higher temperature will 
extract tannin from the stems and 
tartaric acid from the seed, giving 
the Juice an undesirable flavor« 
In pasteurizing, the temperatur» 
should not go above 165 degrees 
F. as this tends to destroy tha 
natural flavor of the Juice.
